THRILLED BY SPECTACULAR PAGEANTRY 


Six Trunflred and seventy automo-

Some of these things mentioned will 
help you to get an idea of the grand 
scale upon which Pomona college put 
vm the pageant that was held on Tues­ 
day of this week In the new Greek 
(theater on the college grounds at 
•Claremont. 
The valley of the San 
Gabriel has been beautifully depicted 
through John S. McGroarty's Mission 
Play; portions of it have been admir­ 
ingly described by Helen Hunt Jack­ 
son, and every tourist with a penchant 
for the descriptive has told of this val­ 
ley in many reams of writing to the 
folks at home. 


But in this student pageant at Clare­ 
mont, we saw not only the light, but 
the shade; not only the success of the 
valley, but the cruel happenings that 
went before success. 
We saw the 
coming of the Indians, and we saw 


the branches, and were operated from 
the main switch-board of the theater. 
A gigantic coatof-arms of the college 
in many colored lights, and an enor­ 
mous letter "P" appeared among the 
trees. 
With the pulling of a- switch 
the brilliantly-lighted stage became so 
dark in an instant that no person 
could be seen upon it. 


In the orchestra pit was stationed 
Donnetelli's Italian band. This splen­ 
did organization accompanied all the 
various songs and movements of the 
pageant, and played many standard 
overtures during the afternoon and 
evening. Although a professional part 
of the pageant, this band should be 
given unstinted praise for remarkable 
work in keeping the many links of the 
performance from becoming tangled. 
IN THE AFTERNOON. 


^And who is Miss Theresa Cogswell? 
The question rippled through the great 
ampitheater after this girl had stepped 
forward and opened the pageant by 
the recitation of the prologue. 
Miss 
Cogswell would be a find of a rare 
nature to some producer of aesthetic 
things.

their passing; we were introduced to 
the dashing, care-free Spaniard, and 
saw him move on to make way for the 
Grtnpo, who in turn, fought a seeming­ 
ly hopeless battle with the drought, 
the cactus and the sage and the un­ 
responsive, plains. We saw the Amer­ 
ican turn the water out of its flow in 
the canyon and spread it over the 
"burning sands, and the springing up 
of a igreat industry and the making 
of homes by a great people. 


THE AMPITHEATER. 
The college at Claremont has lust 
"finished building this Greek theater, 
or rather, it was possible to occupy 
it comfortably for the pageant, al­ 
though the entire work Is not yet done. 
Here we have a great half-bowl, that 
will seat over 4,000 people, facing a 
natural and undisturbed grove of live- 
oak trees, growing just at they did 
when Kipah, the Indian chief, brought 
his band to the only water-hole In that 
part of the valley. Under these trees 
the floor has been leveled, and the 
great pageant kept appearing from 
different portions of the forest, the 
breadth of space giving it m indes­ 
cribable dignity and beauty. There is 
one long vista that goes back through 
the forest from the center of the stage, 
where the performers could be seen 
advancing for'at least an eighth of a 
mile. 


The live-oaks overhead were strung 
with a myriad 
number of electric 
lights, with globes of 
every 
color. 
These were cunningly placed through 


that carried to the fartherest tier of 
seats, and the tones in speaking the 
words were as 
rounded 
and 
full- 
throated as an Ave Maria from the 
throat of Schumann-Helnk. The pro­ 
logue was of no marked quality in 
itself, but Miss Cogswell made it an 
epic. She repeated It In the evening, 
and If one were to draw comparisons, 
It might be said that, while the entire 
pageant was beautiful, spectacular and 
well worth anyone's close attention, 
there was one real example of-personal 
genius among the students, and it 
came from this prologue recited by 
Miss CogswelL 
Her work was not 
merely of the pageant, but was the 
swinging ajar of the door that leads 
to a career. 


After the prologue comes Kipah, the 
Indian chief, 
with 
two 
followers, 
spent from dragging themselves across 
the arid plains. They stagger to the 
water-hole, and find it dry. They find 
the (lodges of their people empty, and 
the land 
still 
with the death of 
drougth. 
Kipah Importunes the peo­ 
ple of the clouds to send rain, and the 
Indians take up tl 
rythmic chant. 
These Indians are faithfully portrayed, 
the men copper-colored and wearing 
nothing "but a breach-clout, while the 
women are covered with skins and 
girdles of grass. There were a hun­ 
dred Indians in this picture. 
Kipah 
goes away and leaves his people, and 
while he Is gone, symbolic figures ap­ 
pear from every direction through the 
trees, representing the rain, the rain­ 


bow, and the coming of flowers, bees 
and butterflies. 
The stage Is sudden­ 
ly filled with the wralth-llke, dancing 
figures. 
Kipah returns with his peo­ 


ple, 
and there are games and rejoic­ 
ing. An Indian runner arrives to tell 
them that a hostile tribe is on the 
war-path, and the Indians prepare to 
go into battle, closing the scene with 
the ghost dance. 


The second scene is one depleting 
the coming of the Spanish. 
In 
this 
scene appear the characters of Igna- 
cio Paloniares and 
Rlcardo 
Vejar, 
with Spanish followers. This is a true 
representation of the one-time coming 
of these 
gentlemen, 
who helped to 
make the history of the Pomona val­ 
ley. 


In the third scene there Is a deplc 
tlon of the passing of the Indian, of 
his realization that the paleface has 
usurped his hunting grounds, and that 
he must move on. 
There Is a very 
fine character In this scene, Tahnto, 
the medicine man asks the 
gods 
to 
guide the tribe, and finds that the 
signs are not propitious for remaining 
in the valley. There Is also the Im­ 
pressive death song of the aged In­ 
dian, who is left behind when the 
tribe moves on. In the fourth scene, 
there is a gay fiesta of the Spanish, 
with brilliant costumes, songs, games 
and the lavish throwing of confetti. 
The fifth scene Is the one In which 
Is shown the big boom that started 
the town of Claremont, and this Is 
followed by the coming of the citrus 
Industry and the prosperity of the val­ 
ley. 
In this scene, some beautiful 
dancing 1B done by a big company of 
girls, who represent "spirits of sun­ 
light," "orange maids," 
and 
"water 
sprites," Then comes the scone where 
Is shown the collapse of the boom, and 
the despair of the people who had 
staked their all to make a home in the 
new land on the Pacific Const. 
The 
afternoon performance closed with the 
dancing of a big company of high 
school girls, representing the coming 


of 
the prosperity through a well-wat- 
:red land. 


BENEATH THE FULL MOON. 
It was a scene of rare beauty, "veil 
worth looking upon in Itself, to see a 
throng of four thousand people, In the 
heart of a live-oak forest, with the 
full moon floating overhead, and a 
brilliantly-lighted stage. 
The history 
of the college was portrayed in the' 
first scene, and through the evening 
performance,,ran. the thread of story,

With fully two hundred girls behind 
her, Madame Ellen Beach Yaw, the 
prima donna singer, borrowed from 
Covlna for the occasion, sang her glor­ 
ious "Skylark" song. The wonderful 
colqrature trills rang out through the 
forest like a midnight serenade of our 
own mockingbird, and the magnificent 
Yaw range soared up Into the regions 
of music never explored by other sing­ 


ers. 
She ended this song on a note 
far above the written staff. A storm 
of applause followed this song, and it 
was repeated, the stageful of brightly- 
costumed girls giving Jhe famous sing­ 
er a colorful and animated background. 


Madame Yaw sang also her composi­ 
tion, "California," which Is fast be­ 
coming the well-loved 
song 
of 
the 
state. 
The big chorus of girls sup­ 
ported her on the refrain. 


The pageant drew to a close with 
a great, slow-moving 
procession 
of 
students In costume, representing hun­ 
dreds of characters out of history, and 
symbolizing the various studies of the 
college. Finally, at the last, the "Sptr 
jit of Pomona," In the person of Mrs. 
James D. Johnson, comes forward and 
Is greetd by Madame Yaw, who em 
bodies the "Spirit of California," and 
Madame Yaw surrenders her wreath 
to the young goddess, as a token that 
California recognizes the high position 
which Pomona college has won in the 
progress of the commonwealth. 


Not- one-twentieth of this great pa­ 
geant can ever be even touched upon 
In description. 
The most lasting lin 
presslon carried away Is that Pomona 
college has entered the realm where 
the great Institutions of the country 
belong. The Initial and experimental 
stages are over.' The great Greek the 
ater Is a surprising success, and not 
the least among the surprises Is that 
the accoustics of this "al fresco" stage 
are so perfect as to make speaking 
easy and without strain. The accous­ 
tics, of course, will vary, according 
to breeze and atmosphere, but it cer 
tainly can be said that on this still, 
moonlight night in June, the perfor 
mance was wonderfully clear and dis­ 
tinct, and It will augur well for the fu 
ture of the venture. 
Certainly, noth 
Ing so beautiful could ever be pro­ 
duced within any of the conventional 
playhouses of the world.

The Greek theater at Pomona college, where the pageant was held 
this week, is set in the midst of a grove of live-oaks. 


There is nothing out of the ordinary in the location of this theater. 
In fact, the grove of trees is a poor one, and the floor of the forest is 
rocky and bare of any growing thing except the live-oaks, which are 
small and ill-nourished. 


But this will become a beautiful place. The college will spend 
money on it. Water will be run through this grove, and the trees 
will respond, and the floor of the forest will become covered with 
grass and flowers. 


All of which should remind us in Covina that we have a grove 
of live-oaks and sycamores near us which in every way surpasses the 
one at Claremont, and one that would lend itself quicker and easier 
to a system of beautiflcation. 
The place called the "walnut wash" 
on the southeast of the city, so called because there are numerous 
wild walnut trees interspersed between the live-oaks and sycamores, 
is an ideal place for the making of a park. The soil is the same as 
the soil of the Covina orchards. 
Enormous live-oaks and sycamores 
are scattered over this area, some of them six and seven feet through 
at the butt. 


Even as this grove is at the present time, it is a lovely place, and 
the ^application of a little irrigating water, a small pavilion and 
numerous seats, would make a park for Covina with very little ex­ 
pense. 
There is enough waste water flowing through the wash u,t 
times to help very materially in irrigating this park, if a reservoir 
were built to conserve this water.
